-» -Prof. Curtis’ work for Tuesday was, 
in most, a review of Monday’s lesson. 
So manyjnew pupils (teachers) came in 
that a review was quite necessary- 
work for yesterday was the developing 
of his line of work from simple methods. 
His methods are quite different from any­ 
thing in the line we have ever seen. Those 
who are missing this]class are losing much 
valuable instruction. It is almost impos­ 
sible to report such work as we here re­ 
fer to, as it must be witnessed to be ap­ 
preciated. 
It takes the live animated 
teacher at the head o f his busy class to 
give one a correct idea of the method 
used in such business. 
-» -Of the regular Institute work upon 
the important branches taught by Messrs. 
Bowles, 
Webster and 
Superintendent 
Howe, little has been said in these notes, 
Upon these gentlemen fall the steady, 
hard work of the session. 
We are mak­ 
ing an effort to secure more perfect re­ 
ports of their work and expect soon to 
accomplish our object for the benefit of 
our readers. 
Let it be remembered by 
the reader that there are nineteen classes 
organized and you will see at a glance 
the difficulty we labor under in securing 
full reports of all that transpires unless 
we engage about as many reporters as 
there are classes. 
+-Mr J . S. Ward, of Paw Paw, has 
charge of the class in drawing, and of 
this fact no mention has so far been 
made by the E vening 
T e l e gr / p h . 
Some of the more important points in 
Mr. 
Ward’s 
work 
will be given in 
these columns as the work progresses. 
The discovery is slowly but surely be­ 
ing made that the art of drawing is not 
so difficult as many imagine. 
Owing to 
this fact, there has been a steady and 
gratifying increase in the class atten­ 
dance in this department. 
At the last 
lesson given by Mr. Ward not fewer than 
seventy-five teachers took the wo rk.2 
The principles upon which the art of 
drawing rests are few and simple and 
pertain generally speaking to thre prop­ 
ositions: form, shade, and perspective. 
Form is readily attained by practice; 
shade by observation, and perspective by 
a few mechanical rules. 
“ What is form?” 
“ Form is the mere 
outline of anyiobject to be drawn.” 
“ What is shade? Observe a tree and 
see that the side towards or next the sun 
is light and that on the opposite side is in 
shadow. 
Observe, also; that not only 
trees, but all objects are light upon the 
side tsward the greatest light and are 
dark upon the opposite side. 
Losk at 
an oil painting and see if you can judge 
by its lights and shades from which di­ 
rection the artist has represented the 
greatest 
light. 
Now 
look 
at 
a 
group o f people seated in a room and ob 
serye that in looking at their clothes you 
do not usually see the real texture of the 
fabric, 
but merely lights and shades. 
What is a changable silk but a silk that 
varies in appearance according to the 
amount of light refiectedv 
When a fab­ 
ric is folded the high parts are light and 
the creases are shade. 
In drawing, every 
shade has |its "high-light and its middle 
tint. 
Very dark shades are gradually 
blended into the high lights. 
It is the 
particular fault of poor artists to bring 
out deep shades and strong high lights 
and forget the middle tints. 
I)o not 
make violent contrasts, is the rule. 
For 
clo se study of shading take a good 
photograph. 
With the exception of the 
touches which the artist has added by 
hand a photograph is simply light and 
shade. 
Look in a mirror at the pupil o t | 
your eye. 
Observe 
that there is a light

The arithmetic claw has been divided 
iato two sections, one beginning with 
fractions, and the other with percentage. 
To-day the beginning class will deal with 
multiplication and division of fractions. 
The advanced class are considering profit 
and loss, commission, insurance and ta x­ 
es. 
The work is done, not so much with 
a view to teaching the teachers how to 
solve the problem, as how to teach these 
subjects to the children.
